NOTIFICATION 


The 12th February , 2013 
S.R.O. No.92 / 2013— In exercise of the power conferred by Section 28 of the Legal 
Services Authorities Act, 1987 (39 of 1987 ), the State Government, in consultation with the 
Chief Justice of the Odisha High Court , do herby make the following rules further to amend 
the Odisha State Legal Services Authority Rules , 1996 , namely : 


1. ( 1) These rules may be called as the Odisha State Legal Services Authority 
(Amendment) Rules, 2013 . 


( 2 ) They shall come into force from the date of their publication in the 


Odisha Gazette . 


2. In the Odisha State Legal Services Authority Rules , 1996 , (hereinafter referred 
to the said rules ), in rule 2 after clause (e ) the following clause shall be inserted , 
namely : 


" (e -i) Permanent Lok Adalat” means Permanent Lok Adalat under Section 22B ”. 


3.In the said rules , after rule 7 , the following rule shall be inserted , namely : 


“ 7A . ( 1) The Permanent Lok Adalat shall have such number of employees to render 
assistance in day to day work and perform such other function as or as assigned to them 
by the Chairman of the Permanent Lok Adalat. 


(2 ) The employees of the Permanent Lok Adalat shall be entitled to draw pay and 
allowances as admissible in the Scale of Pay as indicated against each post in Schedule- E 
to these Rules. 
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( 3) In all the matters relating to service conditions of the employees of the 
Permanent Lok Adalat shall be governed by the Rules /Regulations /Notifications/ other 
Circulars of the State Government as are applicable to person holding equivalent posts in 
the State Government Services."
